NOTE.—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report, must be regarded as 
provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. They may, however, 
be accepted as substantially correct. 


Inthe Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the Deaths 
registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, to the normal area 
of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those 
occurring in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other localities. In 
Table IV, as a consequence, there is liability to slight understatement in the births for individual 
urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement in those given for the aggregate of rural 
districts. No correction is made in these reports for births in individual rural areas. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage Rate (4:7 per 1,000 of the estimated population) for the first quarter of 
1931, based on 3,494 marriages registered during the quarter, is 0:7 below the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1921-30. The marriage rate among Catholics 
for the first quarter of 1931 was 4:9 and among all other denominations, 3-1. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the fourth quarter of 1930 was 6-1 per 1,000; 
in England and Wales, 8-0, and in Scotland 6:8, as compared with 4:2 for Saorstat 
Kireann. 


The Birth Rate for the first quarter of 1931, viz., 19-4 per 1,000, represented by 14,301 
births registered in Saorstat Eireann, is 0:6 below the average (20-0) for the first quarters 
of the ten years, 1921-30. For Dublin City the birth rate was 25-2; for Dun Laoghaire 
15:7; for Cork 22-8; for Limerick, 22:1; and for Waterford, 22-8. 

The corresponding birth rate for Northern Ireland during this quarter was 20-6, and for 
England and Wales, 16:3. The birth rate for Belfast was 22-6; for Londonderry, 26-2; 
for London, 15-2; for Glasgow, 21-9; and for Edinburgh, 16-6. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann (numbering 13,680) was 18-5 
per 1,000 for this quarter, being 1-1 above the average (17-4) for the first quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

For Dublin City the death rate was 22:2; for Dun Laoghaire, 18:1; for Cork, 22:3; 
for Limerick, 16:9; and for Waterford, 21-9. ; 

In Northern Ireland the death rate for the quarter under review was 18-7 per 1,000; and 
in England and Wales, 16:5. In Belfast, the rate was 19:7; in Londonderry, 19:4; in 
London, 16-7 ; in Glasgow, 18:2; and in Edinburgh, 17:3. 


Deaths in Saorstat Eireann from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising enteric 
fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoeal diseases) afforded an annual rate of. 0:7 per 1,000 as compared with an average 
of 0-6 for the first quarters of the five years, 1926-30. 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to a rate of 1-0 per 1,000, the average for 
the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years being 0:7 per 1,000. 


‘The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1-4 per 1,000, as compared 
with the average 1-5 for the first quarters of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 4:1 per 1.000 births registered, 


comprising 0:9 for puerperal sepsis and 3-2 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 0:7 and 3-7 for the first quarter of 1930. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 


registered) was 89, in comparison with an average of 84for the first quarters of the ten 
years, 1921-30. 


The population estimated to the middle of 1931 is 2,952,000 (males, 1,502,000, and females, 
1,450,000) showing an increase of 6,000 on the estimate for the middle of 1930, which increase 


is derived from the estimated natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, and the 
estimated balance of migrants outwards. 


The natural increase during the first quarter of 1931 was 621, as compared’ with an average 
of 1,962 for the first quarters of the ten years, 1921-30. During the first quarter of 1931], | 


the number of emigrants to places out of Europe and not within the Mediterranean Sea was 
400, and the number of immigrants from these places 530. 
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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter ended 3lst March, 1931, numbered 3,494, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, this rate being 
0-7 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1930, and 0-7 below, the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years, 1921-30 (Sea Table I). Of the total Marriages 3,322 (or 4°9 
per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were those of Catholics, 
-and 172 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 3-1 per 1,099 of the population 
other than Catholic. The marriage rate among Catholics is 0:6 below, and that among 
other denominations is 9-7 below, the average for the first quarter of the preceding ten years. 

The number of marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during the quarter ended 31st 
December 1930, was 3,111, corresponding to an annual rate of 4:2 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion. Details relating to this quarter are given in the Appendix on page 24 of this Report. 


BIRTHS. 


During the quarter ended 3lst March last, there were registered in the 641 Registrars’ 
Districts into which Saorstat Hireann is divided for registration purposes, 14,301 births, 
of which 7,430 were those of males and 6,871 of females, or 1,081 of the former to 1,000 of 
the latter. 

The Birth rate was 19-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-6 below the average 
(20-0) for the first quarter of the ten years, 1921-30 (See Table I). 

The birth rate ascribed to Urban Districts including the cities or boroughs in the aggregate, 
was 23:2 per 1,000 of the population and to Rural Districts, 17-7 per 1,000, as compared 
with 23-7 and 18-0 respectively, in the first quarter of 1930 (See Table IV.) 

For the Twelve Principal Towns, the birth rate was 23-8 per 1,000 as against, 25-2 per 
1,000 in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Among these towns, the birth rate varied from 25-2 for Dublin City, 25-0 for Galway, 
and 24-9 for Wexford, to 15-7 for Dun Laoghaire, 19-4 for Tralee, and 21-5 for Kilkenny. 


DEATHS. 


_ The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 13,680, and of these 6,937 were 
deaths of males and 6,743 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 18-5 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-1 above the average for the first quarter of 
the preceding decennium, and 1-3 above the rate for the first quarter of the year 1930, (see 
Table I). 

For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death rate during the quarter was 21-0 per 
1,000, as compared with 18-3 for the first quarter of 1930, and for Rural Districts, 17-5 per 
1,000 in comparison with 16-7 for the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Twelve Principal Towns 
was 21-4 per 1,009, as compared with 18-5 per 1,000 in the first quarter of 1930. 

In the quarter under review, the rates for these towns are hereunder given, ranging in order 
from the district with the lowest rate to that with the highest :—Limerick, 16-9; Galway, 
17-1; Dundalk, 17-4; Dun Laoghaire, 18-1; Tralee, 20-1; Drogheda, 21:1; Wexford, 
21-2; Waterford, 21-9; Dublin City, 22-2; Cork, 22-3; Sligo, 22-4; and Kilkenny, 22:7. 


Causes of Death. 


In Table IT, the mortality from some of the principal causes is given for the first quarter 
of 1931 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for each 


quarter of these years. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
(488) from this group of causes is higher than that for the first quarter of 1930, viz., 404, 
and is also above the average for the first quarter of the five years, 1926-30. This result is 
due mainly to an increase in the mortality from measles and diarrhoea and enteritis 
(of children under 2 years), and in a lesser degree to an increase in the deaths from 
scarlet fever; the deaths from measles numbered 186, as compared with 32 registered 
in the first quarter of 1930. This mortality occurred almost wholly in the City of Dublin, 
for which 164 deaths were recorded. 

Of 136 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 81 (or 15-8 per 1,000 
births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 55 (or 6-0 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. 
For urban areas, 10,000 population and upwards (‘‘ Twelve Principal Towns ’’), the mortality 
was 14.6 per 1,000 births, as compared with 20-2 per 1,000 for urban districts with less than 
10,000 inhabitants. 

Table IIT shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the Counties 
and Cities varied from 2-3 per 1,000 for Dublin City, to 0-0 for Cavan County. 

The death rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate, 
was 1-7 per 1,000, and the rates fluctuated from 0:0 per 1,000 for Wexford and Tralee to 
4-4 for Kilkenny, the 57 deaths from all causes for that district including 11 from whooping. 


cough (Table IV). 
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Influenza.—-Deaths from influenza amounted to 740, affording an annual rate of 1-0 per 
1,000, as compared with an average of 0:7 for the first quarter of the preceding five years, 
1926-30. Of the 740 deaths, 235 appertained to urban areas, representing 1-1 per 1,000 


of the population, and 505 to rural districts, or 1:0 per 1,000, as compared with rates of 0:3. 


and 0-4 for the first quarter of 1930. 

The epidemic which commenced in the early part of January would appear to have pre- 
vailed with more or Jess intensity throughout the country, the province of Leinster having the 
highest mortality rate, viz.—1-1 per 1,000; Munster, 1-0 per 1,000; Connaught, 0-9 per 1,000; 
and Ulster (part of) 0:7 per 1,000. The rates for counties and cities or county boroughs 
varied from 2-3 for Wicklow, 1-9 for Longford, and 1-7 for Westmeath, to 0-2 for Tipperary 
S.R., 0:3 for Clare, and 0-5 for Galway. 


Tuberculosis.—The number of deaths from al! forms of the disease during the quarter 
was 1,048, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 
an average of 1,123, and a rate of 1-5 per 1,000 for the first quarter of the five years, 1926-30. 
As may be seen from Table III, the rate varied from 3-2 for Waterford County Borough, 
2-4 for Dublin City, and 2-4 for Louth to 0:5 for Roscommon, 0-7 for Clare, and 0-7 for 
Sligo. The rate for the aggregate city or borough areas and urban districts was 2-1 per 1,000 
of the population of these areas, as compared with 1-1 for rural areas. For the twelve 
principal town areas the rate was 2:2 per 1,000, that for Dublin City being (as above stated) 
2°4, for Cork, 2-3; and for Limerick, 1:8. For urban districts under 10,000 population, 
it was 1-4. 


Puerperal Conditions.—-The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth, as recorded during the quarter, was 59, being equal to 4-1 per 1,000 births 
registered. Of the 59 deaths, 183 were due to puerperal sepsis, or 0-9 per 1,000 births, and 
46 or 3-2 per 1,000 births to other puerperal conditions. The corresponding rates for the 
first quarter of 1930 were 0:7 and 3-7, respectively. 


Ages at Death. 


Of 13,680 deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 1,271 or 9-3 per cent. were 
those of infants under one year of age, and 6,509 or 47:6 per cent. were those of persons 
65 years and upwards (see Tables I and IT). 


Infant Mortality.—The infant mortality was 89 per 1,000 births registered, as compared 
with 67, 52 and 71 respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 84 for 
the first quarter of the ten year preceding (Table I). 

For County Boroughs and Urban Districts in the aggregate, the rate was 123, and for all 
Rural Districts 70 per 1,000 (Table IIT). 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
Deaths in Institutions numbered 3,492, or 25-5 per cent. of all deaths registered. 


Inquests. 


There were 328 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this number being 2-4 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 


Uncertified Deaths. 

The number of deaths in cases where there was no medical attendant during the last illness, 
(not including deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates) was 2,953 or 21-6 per cent. of the 
total deaths. 

Cases of Infectious Diseases Notified. 


Table VII gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 


districts. The total number amounted to 1,103. 


Vaccination. 
As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during 


the quarter ended 31st March last was 4,862, or 33-9 per cent. of all births registered during — 


the aes the corresponding percentage for the first quarter of the five years 1926-30 
being 54:3. 





CITY OF DUBLIN. 
BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 347 births in institutions relating to residents of other localities, the number 
of births recorded for the city of Dublin during the quarter under review was 2,601. The 


annual rate represented thereby being 25-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as com- 


pared with 26:8 for the corresponding quarter of 1930. The total births registered (2.9 
comprise 1,528 boys and 1,420 girls gistered (2,948) 
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DEATHS. 


Omitting 255 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
of city residents registered elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths ascribed to the city 
of Dublin for the quarter numbered 2,288, equivalent to an annual rate of 22-2 per 1,000 
of the population, as compared with 18-0 per 1,000 for the corresponding first quarter of 
1930. The total number of deaths registered in the city numbered 2,503—1,240 males and 
1,263 females. 

For the portion of the city north of the Liffey, the death-rate from all causes was 20-7 per 
1,000 as compared with 17-8 in the first quarter of 1930, the corresponding rates for the 
south side being 22-1 and 18-1 respectively. The mortality for these portions of the city is 
derived from figures partially corrected for deaths in institutions, as given in Table V., which shows the 
mortality for each Registrar's district, by ages and by some of the principal causes relating to the 
quarter (thirteen weeks) ended 4th April. 

Causes of Death. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes relating to the city 
during the quarter numbered 238, affording an annual rate of 2:3 per 1,000, as compared 
with 0-8 per 1,000, for the first quarter of the preceding year. 

The following statement shows for the city of Dublin the number of deaths from some 
of the principal causes for the first quarter of 1931, as compared with 1930 :—

Apart from typhus or small-pox, from which there were no deaths, increases as compared 
with the first quarter of last year, are shown in every case with the exception of whooping- 
cough and diphtheria. 

The rate per 100,000 of the population represented by deaths from measles in the city 
was 159 (106 in the north side and 193 in the south). There were no deaths from measles 
for the first quarter of 1930. 

Deaths from diphtheria in the city are equivalent to an annual rate of 18 per 100,000, 
the rate of the north side being 15, and for the south 21, as against 19 for the city, 16 for 
the north side and 21 for the south in the corresponding quarter of 1930. 

Infiuenza.—The number of deaths attributed to influenza was 80, the equivalent annual 
rate being 0-78 per 1,000, as compared with 0-20 per 1,000 in the first quarter of 1930. The 
rate for deaths appertaining to the north side in the first quarter of 1931 was 0-95 per 1,000, 
and to the south, 0:66. In the first quarter of 1930 they were 0-20 and 0-23, respectively. 

Tuberculosis.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease recorded for the City 
numbered 247, representing an annual rate of 2:40 per 1,000 of the population, as compared 
with 1-99 for the first quarter of the preceding year. 

The mortality from tuberculosis in the north side of the city was 2-39 per 1,000 and in 
the south, 2-35, the respective rates for the first quarter of 1930 being 1-93 and 1-87. 

Of the 247 deaths, 185 were ascribed to pulmonary and 62 to other forms of the disease, 
the former representing a rate of 1-80 per 1,000 and the latter 0-60 per 1,000. 


Ages at Death. 


Of the 2,288 deaths relating to the city of Dublin, as registered during the quarter, 700 
(or 30-6 per cent.) were those of children under five years of age, and 678 (or 29-6 per cent.) 
were of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages in respect of the 
first quarter of 1930, being 23-7 and 31-0. 

The Infant Mortality, based on 349 deaths of infants under one year of age was 134 per 1,000 
births, as compared with 117 for the first quarter of 1930. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions as registered during the 
quarter, numbered 972, or 42-5 per cent. of total deaths. For the north side of the city the 
percentage was 42-8 and for the south 40: 7. 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 
The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter (thirteen weeks) as 
shown in Table VI, was 345. Table VII. gives the number of cases under treatment in 
Dublin hospitals during the quarter. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the twelve weeks ended 28th March, 1931, deduced from the 
mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, was 40:0°, and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 43-7° ; for the thirteen weeks ended 
4th April, at Peamount Sanatorium it was 40°; at Greenwich, 40-2; at Glasgow, .38:4° ; 
and at Edinburgh, 37:7°. 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 2-9*; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 2:8; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2:6* ; at Greenwich, 2:0; at Glasgow, 
2-0; and at Edinburgh, 3:2. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the quarter measured 4-25 inches*; at Peamount 
Sanatorium, 5:02 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 11-22 inches*; at Greenwich, it 
was 3:87 inches; at Glasgow, 7:32 inches; and at Edinburgh, 5-27 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorological 
Office, London :— : 
January. 


The first nine days of the month were mostly cold, with bright intervals in most districts. 
Fog was rather prevalent locally and in some places maintained the temperature well below 
the normal value; at Markree Castle (Sligo) the maximum temperature on the 6th was as 
low as 35°F and on the 7th, 34°F. Low mimimum temperatures were recorded at night, 
with some ground frost ; 21°F was recorded in the screen and 17°F. on the grass in Dublin 
(Phoenix Park) on the 7th. After the 9th day temperatures were generally moderate, the 
mildest weather occurring between the 15th and 20th, during which the temperature rose 
to 50°F. and above (56°F. at Blacksod Point on the 16th). In some places the last day of 
the month was the mildest. The nights, however, were frequently cold and ground frost 
occurred on several occasions. The mean temperature for the month was about normal 
in the south and west and below the normal in eastern districts. Precipitation exceeded the 
normal in the west and north-west; at Blacksod Point there were only 4 days without 
measurable rain, the total for the month amounting to 119 per cent. of the normal. In other 
parts of the country, although precipitation occurred with normal frequency, the amounts 
measured were usually small, monthly totals showing in general a well-defined deficiency. 
Bright periods occurred frequently in all districts and sunshine aggregates for the month 
exceeded the normal. 


February. 


Squally westerly to north-westerly winds with frequent rain, generally slight in amount, 
and showers of sleet or snow, mostly in the western and central parts of the country, were 
the chief features of the weather of February. The mildest spells occurred about the 9th, 
20th and 25th. In Dublin 56°F. was recorded on the 9th, and 57°F. on the 25th. Killarney 
reported 57°F. on the 8th. The only really cold days occurred at the end of the month ; 
on the 28th the maximum temperature in Dublin (Phceenix Park) was 37°F. The nights, 
however, were generally cold with frequent ground frost. Monthly mean temperatures were 
above the normal in the west and about normal elsewhere. Precipitation exceeded the normal 
in the west, but in the east and south-east monthly totals were deficient. In the extreme 
south-east there was an excess of sunshine, but elsewhere aggregates were deficient compared 
with the normal. 


March. 


A noteworthy feature of the weather of the month was the prevalence of winds between 
south-east and north. The first half of the month was cold, especially during a spell of 
easterly wind ushered in by gales on the 6th and continuing with wintry precipitation until 
the 12th. 

On the 7th there was a snow covering in Dublin, and the thermometer in the screen did 
not rise above 34:3°F. during the day-time. The night of the 9th to 10th was particularly 
cold ; Hazelhatch reported 3 inches of snow on the 10th, the screen minimum thermometer 
registering 18°F. and the terrestrial radiation thermometer on the surface of the snow 7°F. 
_ After the 12th milder conditions prevailed, maximum temperatures of 55°F. and over being 
recorded on one or more days from the 18th to 2lst, and on the 26th and 27th (62°F. at 
Rathfarnham on the 27th). The nights, however, were frequently cold and ground frost 
was of commom occurrence in central and eastern districts (19 occurrences at Hazelhatch). 
In the west and south-west monthly mean temperatures were above the normal and were 
below the normal in the east and south-east. Heavy rain fell in the south-east on the 5th 
(52 mm. at Ballinacurra) but in general the heaviest falls were recorded during the last five — 
days of the month. In the south-east there was a well-marked excess of precipitation (at 
Cork the month was the wettest March in 48 years) but in most other parts of the country | 
there was a deficiency of rainfall compared with the normal, especially in the north-west. | 
Sunshine aggregates were helow the normal. Abundant sunshine, however, was recorded 
on some days, widely at the beginning of the month, on the 15th or 16th and from the 
24th to 26th. Some notable daily records of bright*sunshine were 8.0 hours on the Ist 
and 10:4 hours on the 26th in Dublin, 10:3 hours at Birr Castle on the 24th, and 10-4 
hours at Markree Castle on the 25th.

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NOTE.—-The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report, must be regarded as 
provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. They may, however, 
be accepted as substantially correct. 


Inthe Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the Deaths 
registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, to the normal area 
of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those 
occurring in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other localities. In 
Table IV, as a consequence, there is liability to slight understatement in the births for individual 
urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement in those given for the aggregate of rural 
districts. No correction is made in these reports for births in individual rural areas. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage Rate (4-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population) for the second quarter of 
1931, based on 3,214 marriages registered during the quarter, is 0-3 below the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1921-30. The marriage rate among Catholics 
for the second quarter of 1931 was 4:3 and among all other denominations, 4-7. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the first quarter of 1931 was 4:5 per 1,000; 
in England and Wales, 9-5, and in Scotland 5:9, as compared with 4:7 for Saorstat 
Eireann. : 


The Birth Rate for the second quarter of 1931, viz., 20-5 per 1,000, represented by 15,175 
births registered in Saorstat Eireann, is 0-9 below the average (21- “4) for the second quarters 
of the ten years, 1921-30. For Dublin City the birth rate was 27:0; for Dun Laoghaire 
18-2; for Cork 26-5; for Limerick, 26:6; and for Waterford, 25:2. 

The corresponding birth rate for Northern Ireland during this quarter was 22-5; for 
England and Wales, 16-5; and for Scotland, 20:0. The birth rate for Belfast was 25-5 s 
for Londonderry, 23:4; for London, 15-6; for Glasgow, 22:1; and for Edinburgh, 17-9. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann (numbering 11,284) was 15-3 
per 1,000 for this quarter, being 0-1 below the average (15-4) for the second quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

For Dublin City the death rate was 15-7; for Dun Laoghaire, 16-2; for Cork, 16-8; 
for Limerick, 15:4; and for Waterford, 14:1. 

In Northern Ireland the death rate for the quarter under review was 14-5 per 1,000; 
in England and Wales, 11:5; and in Scotland, 13-2. In Belfast, the rate was 13-8; in 
Londonderry, 12:9; in Tendon. 10-7; in Glasgow, 13: 9; and in Edinburgh, 12-7. 


Deaths in Saorstat Iireann from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising enteric 
fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whoops. cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoeal diseases) afforded an annual rate of 0.5 per 1,000, which is equal to the average 
for the second quarters of the five years, 1926-30. 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to a rate of 0-7 per 1,000, the average for 
the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years being 0-6 per 1,000. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1:6 per 1,000, which is also 
the average rate for the second quarters of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 3-9 per 1.000 births registered, 
comprising 1-3 for puerperal sepsis and 2-6 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 0:9 and 3-1 for the second quarter of 1930. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 68, in comparison with an average of 65 for the second quarters of the ten 
years, 1921-30. 








The Population estimated to the middle of 1931 is 2,957,000 (males, 1,505,000, and females, 
1,452,000) showing an increase of 11,000 on the estimate for the middle of 1930, which increase, 
is derived from the natura! increase, or excess of births over deaths, and the balance of migrants 
outwards. 


The Natural Increase during the second quarter of 1931 was 3,891, as compared with an 
average of 4,480 for the second quarters of the ten years, 1921-30. 


During the second quarter of 1931, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and

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MARRIAGES. 


- The marriages registered during the quarter ended 30th June, 1931, numbered 3,214, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, this rate being 
0-1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1930, and 0-3 below the average for the 
second quarter of the ten years, 1921-30 (See Table I).- Of the total Marriages 2,956 (or 4-3 
per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were those of Catholics, 
and 258 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 4-7 per 1,000 of the population 
other than Catholic. The marriage rate among Catholics is 0-3 below, and that among other 
denominations is 0:4 below, the average for the second quarter of the preceding ten years. 


BIRTHS. 


During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in the 641 Registrars’ 

Districts into which Saorstat Eireann is divided for registration purposes, 15,175 births, 
. 3 ‘Gage 7,805 were those of males and 7,370 of females, or 1,059 of the former to 1,000 of 
the latter. 

The Birth rate was 20-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-9 below the average 
(21-4) for the second quarter of the ten years, 1921-30 (See Table I). 

The birth rate ascribed to Urban Districts, including the cities or boroughs in the aggregate, 
was 24-8 per 1,000 of the population, and to Rural Districts, 18-7 per 1,000, as compared 
with 24-5 and 19-1 respectively, in the second quarter of 1930 (See Table IV). 

For the Twelve Principal Towns, the birth rate was 25-8 per 1,000, as against 25-9 per 

1,000 in the corresponding quarter of last year. 
Among these towns, the birth rate varied from 27-0 for Dublin, 26:6 for Limerick, and 
26-5 for Cork to 14-1 for Tralee, 18-2 for Dun Laoghaire, and 20-6 for Sligo.

DEATHS. 
The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,284, and of these 5,671 were 
deaths of males and 5,613 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 15-3 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 below the average for the second quarter of 
the preceding decennium, and 0-7 above the rate for the second quarter of the year 1930, (see 
Table I). 
_ For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death rate during the quarter was 15:5 per 
1,000 as compared with 15-4 for the second quarter of 1930, and for Rural Districts, 15-2 per 
1,000 in comparison with 14:2 for the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Twelve Principal Towns 
was 15-6 per 1,000, as compared with 15-7 per 1,000 in the second quarter of 1930. 

In the quarter under review, the rates for these towns are hereunder given, ranging in order 
from the district with the lowest rate to that with the highest :—Kilkenny, 9-6; Sligo, 10-1; 
Dundalk, 12:6; Waterford, 14-1; Limerick, 15-4; Tralee, 15-6; Dublin, 15-7; Galway, 
16-0; Dun Laoghaire, 16-2; Cork, 16:8; Drogheda, 17-3; and Wexford, 17.5.

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Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
(350) from this group of causes is higher than that for the second quarter of 1930, viz., 330, 
but is lower than the average for the second quarter of the five vears, 1926-30. The diseases 
which display the greatest variations in comparison with last year and the average for the 
previous five years are measles, whooping-cough and diphtheria. Deaths from measles are 
more than five times the corresponding mortality of last year, and 50 per cent. greater than 
the average in 1926-30. On the other hand deaths from whooping-cough are little more 
than one-third of the similar number in the preceding periods, while diphtheria shows an 
increase as compared with the five years but a considerable decrease as compared. with 1930. 

Of 104 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 59 (or 10-8 per 1,000 
births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 45 (or 4-6 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. 
For urban areas of 10,000 population and upwards (‘‘ Twelve Principal Towns ”’), the mortality 
was 11°4 per 1,000 births, as compared with 8-1 per 1,000 for urban districts with less than 
10,000 inhabitants. : 

Table III shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the Counties 
and Cities varied from 1-2 per 1,000 for Limerick County Borough, to 0-0 for Roscommon 
County. } 
~ The death rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate, 
was 0-9 per 1,000, and the rates fluctuated from 0-0 per 1,000 for Wexford to 2:7 for Tralee, 
the 41 deaths from all causes for that district including 6 from measles and one from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years (Table IV).

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Influenza.—-Deaths from influenza amounted to 483, affording an annual rate of 0-7 pe 
1,000, as compared with an average of 0-6 for the second quarter of the preceding five years. 
1926-30. Of the 483 deaths, 71 appertained to urban areas, representing 0-3 per 1,00 
of the population, and 412 to rural districts, or 0:8 per 1,000, as compared with rates of 0-1] 
and 0:3 for the second quarter of 1930. 

The epidemic which commenced in the early part of January would appear to have subsided 
considerably in the provinces of Leinster and Munster, where the rates are half what they 
were in the March quarter ; but in Connaught and Ulster the disease still prevails, the rates 
for each province being 0-1 greater than in the earlier part of the year. (See Table JIL.) The 
rates for provinces in the June quarter were :—Leinster, 0-5 per 1,000; Munster, 0-6: 
Connaught, 1-0; and Ulster (part of) 0-8. Notwithstanding the lowest of these rates is 
provided by Leinster, that province affords the highest county rates, viz., 1-9 
in Longford and 1:5 in Wicklow. The lowest county rates are found in Leinster and Munster, 
i.e., 0.1 in Kildare and Cork County Borough and 0-2 in the City of Dublin. 


‘Tuberculosis. —The number of deaths from al! forms of this disease during the quartel 
was 1,158, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 
an average of 1,160, and a rate also of 1:6 per 1,000 for the second quarter of the five years, 
1926-30. Asmaybeseen from.Table III, the rate varied from 3-2 for Waterford County 
Borough, 2-5 for Dublin City, and 2-4 for Cork County Borough to 0-6 for Roscommon, and 
1-0 for Kilkenny, Meath, Leitrim and Monaghan. The rate for the aggregate city or borough 
areas and urban districts was 2-2 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as compared 
with 1-3 for rural areas. For the twelve principal town areas the rate was 2-4. per 1,000. 
For urban districts under 10,000 population, it was 1-5. 


Puerperal! Conditions.—The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth, as recorded during the quarter, was 59, being equal to 3-9 per 1,000 births 
registered. Of the 59 deaths, 19 were due to puerperal sepsis, or 1-3 per 1,000 births, and 
40 or 2:6 per 1,000 births to other puerperal conditions. The corresponding rates for the 
second quarter of 1930 were 0-9 and 3:1 respectively. 


Ages at Death. 
Of 11,284 deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 1,031 or 9-1 per cent. were 
those of infants under one year of age, and 5,147 or 45-6 per cent. were those of persons 
65 years and upwards. 


Infant Mortality.—The infant mortality was 68 per 1,000 births registered, as compared 
with 52, 71 and 89 respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 65 for 
the second quarter of the ten vears preceding (Table I). 

For County Boroughs and Urban Districts in the aggregate, the rate was 79, and for all 
Rural Districts 62 per 1,000 (Table III).

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DEATHS. 


Omitting 231 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
of city residents registered elsewhere: in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths ascribed to the city 
of Dublin for the quarter numbered 1,614, equivalent to an annual rate of 15-7 per 1,000 
of the population, as compared with 14-9 per 1,000 for the second quarter of 1930. The 
total number of deaths registered in the city numbered 1,814—909 males and 905 females. 
__ For the portion of the city north of the Liffey, the death-rate from all causes was 14:9 per 
1,000 as compared with 14-5 in the second quarter of 1930, the corresponding rates for the 
south side being 15-5 and 14-1 respectively. The mortality for these portions of the city is 
derived from figures partially corrected for deaths in institutions, as given in Table V., which shows the 
mortality for each Registrar's district, by ages and by some of the principal causes relating to the 
quarter (thirteen weeks) ended 4th July. 


Causes of Death. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes relating to the city 
during the quarter numbered 99, affording an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000, as compared 
with 0-7 per 1,000, for the second quarter of the preceding year. —

Tumbered 260, representing an annual rate of 2-52 per 1,000 of the population, as compared

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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 27th June, 1931, deduced from the 
mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, was 50°7°, and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 51-9° ; for the thirteen weeks ended 
4th July, at Peamount Sanatorium it was 52-0°; at Greenwich, 55:8; at Glasgow, 50-8; 
and at Edinburgh, 49-7°. 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 4:6; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 5:0; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 4:5; at Greenwich, 5:0; at Glasgow, 
3°8; and at Edinburgh, 5:1. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the quarter measured 9-09 inches; at Peamount 
Sanatorium, 7:24 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 16-10 inches; at Greenwich, it 
was 6:85 inches; at Glasgow, 10:93 inches; and at Edinburgh, 8-79 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorological 
Office, London :— 


APRIL. 


April was on the whole dull and in most districts wet. The month was ushered in by a 
heavy downpour of cold rain, sleet and hail, maximum temperatures on the Ist being below 
45° F. in most places. The heaviest precipitation was recorded generally on the Ist ; amongst 
the largest amounts measured were 48 mm. at Seskin, 41 mm. at Newcastle, and 33 mm. 
at Cork and Newtownforbes. Apart from low day temperatures during the first few days, 
a brief period of moderately warm weather from about the 8th to the llth and at the end 
of the month, and a short snap of cold weather from the 18th to the 20th, day maximum 
temperatures were about normal. As the nights were seldom very cold, monthly mean 
temperatures differed only slightly from the normal. The highest temperatures were recorded 
on the 10th or 11th (68° F. at Kilkenny on the 10th, and 66° F. in Dublin on the 11th). In 
a few places in the south and west, e.g.. at Kilkenny, Cahirciveen, Ballinacurra and Blacksod 
Point, monthly rainfall totals were below the normal, but in general there was an excess, 
which in Dublin amounted to almost 50 per cent. Perhaps the most outstanding feature was 
the lack of sunshine; in most places the average daily loss exceeded 1 hour. Excellent 
sunshine records were widely obtained on the 29th, including 13-0 hours in Dublin (Phoenix 


Park). 


MAY. 


May was unsettled, dull and rainy. During the first five or six days northerly winds 
maintained temperatures at an unseasonably low level. Thereafter, except for afew rather cold 
days around-about the 21st, day maximum temperatures were about or above the normal, the 
warmest days occurring on the 26th or 27th (71° F. at Rathfarnham, Dublin). Precipitation 
occurred frequently, and in all districts monthly totals were markedly above the normal. The 
excess was most pronounced in the south-east, where more than twice the normal was 
recorded ; at Roche’s Point the month’s rainfall exceeded two and one-half times the normal. 
Thunderstorms occurred on from one to three or four days in several districts, heavy falls 
accompanying widespread storms on the 28th (22 mm. at Glasnevin, Dublin, 26 mm. at New- 
castle, Wicklow). 

In the north-west sunshine aggregates exceeded the normal, more sunshine being recorded 
at Malin Head during the month than at any other place in the British Isles ; over the greate 
part of the country, however, there was a deficiency, which was most pronounced in the “south 


east. : 


JUNE. . 


June was dull, very unsettled wet weather prevailing during the first three weeks. After 
the 18th there was little or no precipitation but considerable cloudiness. Apart from a slight 
cold snap on the 5th and from the 18th to 20th, maximum temperatures were about or above 
the normal, readings of 70° F. and over being reported from many places on the 4th, 9th, 
21st and about the 26th (76° F. at Rathfarnham on the 25th). Night minimum temperatures 
were mostly about or above the normal, and in consequence monthly mean temperatures 
slightly exceeded the normal. J 

Locally in the south-east precipitation was about normal, but in most districts there was 
a pronounced excess owing to the frequent and heavy rain during the first half of the month. 
The heaviest falls were recorded generally on the 2nd, 5th and "15th (57 mm. at Mallarany 
and 42 mm. at Newtownforbes on the 2nd, 22 mm. in Dublin on the 5th, and 38 mm, 
at Killarney on the 15th). Sunshine aggregates were again well below the normal, the average 
daily loss relative to the normal amounting to 2.6 hours at Ballinacurra, where the mean 
daily duration during June was 3.8 hours. Good sunshine records, however, were obtained | 
in many places on the Ist (11-4 hours at Cork), 4th, 16th, 17th (12-3 hours on the 16th and 
11-2 hours on the 17th at Seskin), 21st, 22nd, 25th (12-6 hours at Hazelhatch) and 27th. 

Conspicuous features of the weather of the quarter ended June were the pronounced excess 
of rainfall and the general lack of sunshine, quarterly totals being from one and one-half to 
twice the normal in several districts, including Dublin, in the case of rainfall, and from 15 per 
cent. to 25 per cent. below the normal generally in the case of sunshine,

NOTE.—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report, must be regarded as 
provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. They may, however, 
be accepted as substantially correct. 


In the Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the Deaths 
registered in any part of the country have been referred,.as far as practicable, to the normal area 
of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those 
occurring in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other localities. In 
Table IV, as a consequence, there is liability to slight understatement in the births for individual 
urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement in those given for the aggregate of rural 
districts. No correction is made in these reports for births in individual rural areas. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage Rate (4:8 per 1,000 of the estimated population) for the third quarter of 
1931, based on 3,565 marriages registered during the quarter, is equal to the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1921—30. The marriage rate among Catholics 
for the third quarter of 1931 was 4-8 and among all other denominations, 5-5. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the Second quarter of 1931 was 6-1 per 1,000 ; 
in England and Wales, 8-6, and in Scotland 6:8, as compared with 4°3 for Saorstat 
Eireann, 


The Birth Rate for the third quarter of 1931, viz., 19-5 per 1,000, represented by 14,405 
births registered in Saorstat Kireann, is 1-0 below the average (20-5) for the third quarters 
of the ten years, 1921-30. For Dublin City the birth rate was 26-5; for Dan Laoghaire 
18:4; for Cork 24:2: for Limerick, 27-3; and for Waterford, 24-9. 

The corresponding birth rate for Northern Ireland during this quarter was 20-7; for 
England and Wales, 16-0; and for Scotland, 18:6. The birth rate for Belfast was 22-9 ; 
for Londonderry, 25-8; for London, 15-1; for Glasgow, 20:1; and for Edinburgh, 15-8. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann (numbering 8,373) was 11:3 
per 1,000 for this quarter, being 0:5 below the average (11-8) for the third quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

For Dublin City the death rate was 11:3; for Dian Laoghaire, 10-4; for Cork, 12-2; 
for Limerick, 14:7; and for Waterford, 10-8. 

In Northern Ireland the death rate for the quarter under review was 12:0 per 1,000; 
in England and Wales, 9:6; and in Scotland, 10-8. In Belfast, the rate was 11:0; in 
Londonderry, 12-2; in London, 9:1; in Glasgow, 11-1; and in Edinburgh, 10-7. 


Deaths in Saorstat Eireann from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising enteric 
fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhceal diseases) afforded an annual rate of 0.4 per 1,000, which is 0.1 below the average 
for the third quarters of the five years, 1926-30. 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to a rate of 0:1 per 1,000, the average for 
the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years being 0:4 per 1,000. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1-1 perl.000, which is 0-1 
below the average rate for the third quarters of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 4:0 per 1,000 births registered, 
comprising 1-2 for puerperal sepsis and 2-8 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 1-2 and 2-8 for the third quarter of 1930. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births’ 
registered) was 49, in comparison with an average of 62 for the third quarters of the ten 
years, 1921-30. 


The Population estimated to the middle of 1931 is'2,957,000 (males, 1,505,000, and females, 
1,452,000) showing an increase of 11,000 on the estimate for the middle of 1930, which increase 
is derived from the natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, and the balance of migrants 
outwards. 


The Natural Increase during the third quarter of 1931 was 6,032, as compared with an 
average of 6,508 for the third quarters of the ten years, 1921-30. 


During the third quarter of 1931, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea was 449, and the number of Immigrants from these places 
1,151. 
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MARRIAGES. 


The matriages registered during the quarter ended 30th September, 1931, numbered 3,565, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, this rate being 
0:1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1930, and equal to the average for the 
third quarter of the ten years, 1921-30 (See Table I). Of the total Marriages 3,266 (or 4:8 
per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were those of Catholics, 
and 299 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 5-5 per 1,000 of the population 
other than Catholic. The marriage rate among Catholics is equal to and that among other 
denominations is 0:2 below, the average for the third quarter of the preceding ten years. 


BIRTHS. 


During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in the 641 Registrars’ 
Districts into which Saorstét Eireann is divided for registration purposes, 14,405 births, 
of which 7,347 were those of males and 7,058 of females, or 1,041 of the former to 1,000 of 
the latter. 

The Birth rate was 19-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-0 below the average 
(20-5) for the third quarter of the ten years, 1921—30 (See Table I). 

The birth rate ascribed to Urban Districts, including the cities or boroughs, in the aggregate 
was 24:3 per 1,000 of the population, and to Rural Districts, 17-4 per 1,000, as compared 
with 24-0 and 18-6 respectively, in the third quarter of 1930 (See Table IV). 

For the Twelve Principal Towns, the birth rate was 25-3 per 1,000, as against 26-0 per 
1,000 in the corresponding quarter of last year. ‘ 

Amongst these towns, the birth rate varied from 28-1 for Galway, 27-3 for Limerick, and 
26-5 for Dublin to 18-4 for Dan Laoghaire, 19-4 for Tralee, and 20-3 for Sligo. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,373, and of these 4,302 were 
deaths of males and 4,071 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 11-3 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:5 below the average for the third quarter of 
the preceding decennium, and 0:2 below the rate for the third quarter of the year 1930, (see 
Table 1). 

For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death rate during the quarter was 11-5 per 
1,000 as compared with 11-8 for the third quarter of 1930, and for Rural Districts, 11-2 per 
1,000 in comparison with 11-3 for the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Twelve Principal Towns 

was 11:4 per 1,000, as compared with 12-0 per 1,000 in the third quarter of 1930. 
_ In the quarter under review, the rates for these towns are hereunder given, ranging in order 
from the district with the lowest rate to that with the highest :—Sligo, 5-9; Drogheda, 7-9 ; 
Dundalk, 8-0; Galway, 10:1; Din Laoghaire, 10:4; Waterford, 10-8; Dublin, 11-3; Cork, 
12-2; Tralee, 13-3; Kilkenny, 14:3; Limerick, 14-7 and Wexford, 14°8. 


Causes of Death. 


In Table II, the mortality from some of the principal causes is given for the third quarter 
of 1931 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for each 


quarter of these years. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
(307) from this group of causes is slightly below that for the third quarter of 1930, viz., 309, 
and considerably lower than the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1926-30. The 
diseases which display the greatest decreases in comparison with the average for the previous 
five years are whooping-cough and diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, the former 
disease causing 49 and the latter 33 per cent. less ; diphtheria shows an increase of 21 deaths 
as compared with the average, but a decrease of 4 as compared with 1930. 

Of 136 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 90 (or 16-8 per 1,000 
births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 46 (or 5-1 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. 
For urban areas of 10,000 population and upwards (‘‘ Twelve Principal Towns’’), the mortality 
was 18-0 per 1,000 births, as compared with 12-0 per 1,000 for urban districts with less than 
10,000 inhabitants. ; 

Table III. shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the Counties 
and Cities varied from 1-9 per 1,000 for Limerick County Borough, to 0:1 for Kilkenny, 
Meath and Clare counties. ; 

The death rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate, 
was 0-8 per 1,000, and the rates fluctuated from 0-0 per 1,000 for Drogheda and Kilkenny to 
1-9 for Limerick and Tralee; the 145 deaths from all causes for Limerick included 7 from 
measles, 2 from dysentery and 10 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 
the 35 deaths for Tralee included 2 from measles, one from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhoea 


and enteritis under 2 years (Table IV). 
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Influenza.—-Deaths from influenza amounted to 81, affording an annual rate of 0-1 per 
1,000, as compared with an average of 0:4 for the third quarter of the preceding five years, 
1926-30. Of the 81 deaths, 14 appertained to-urban areas, representing 0-1 per 1,000 
of the population, and 67 to rural districts, or also 0:1 per 1,000; similar rates were 
recorded for the third quarter of 1930. | eee 


Tuberculosis.—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarter 
was 821, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 
an average of 919, and a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 for the third quarter of the five years, 1926-30. 
As may be seen from Table III, the rate varied from 1-9 for Wicklow, 1-7 for Westmeath and 
1-5 for Dublin City, for Cork County Borough and for County Sligo to 0-5 for Clare and 0-6 
for Limerick, Roscommon and Donegal. The rate for the aggregate city or borough areas and 
urban districts was 1-4 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as ,compared with 1-0 for 
rural areas. For the twelve principal town areas and for urban districts under 10,000 
population, the rate was also 1-4. 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth, as recorded during the quarter, was 57, being equal to 4-0 per 1,000 births 
registered. Of the 57 deaths, 17 were due to puerperal sepsis, or 1-2 per 1,000 births, and 
40 or 2-8 per 1,000 births to other puerperal conditions. The corresponding rates for the 
third quarter of 1930 were 1-2 and 2-8 respectively. 


Ages at Death. 


Of 8,373 deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 705 or 8:4 percent. were 
those of infants under one year of age, and 3,691 or 44:1 per cent. were those of persons 
65 years and upwards. 


Infant Mortality.—The infant mortality was 49 per 1,000 births registered, as compared 
with 71, 89 and 68 respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 62 for 
the third quarter of the ten vears preceding (Tabie I). 

For County Boroughs and Urban Districts in the aggregate, the rate was 62, and for all 
Rural Districts 41 per 1,000 (Table I11). 


Deaths in Public Institutions. : 
Deaths in Institutions numbered 2,428, or 29-0 per cent, of all deaths registered. 


Inquests. 


There were 262 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this number being 3-1 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 


Uncertified Deaths. 


The number of deaths in cases where there was no medical attendant durmg the last illness, 
(not including deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates) was 1,677 or 20-0 per cent. of the 
: otal deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Diseases Notified. 


Table VI gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts. The total number amounted to 1,443. 


Vaccination. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during © 
the quarter ended 30th September last was 13,987, or 97-1 to every 100 births registered 
during the quarter, the corresponding ratio for the third quarter of the five years 1926-30 © 
being 106-5. 





CITY OF DUBLIN. 
BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 314 births in institutions relating to residents of other localities, the number _ 
of births recorded for the city of Dublin during the quarter under review was 2,733. The — 
annual rate represented thereby was 26-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-3 — 
above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1930, The total births registered (3,047) 
comprise 1,563 boys and 1,484 girls, a 
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DEATHS. 


Omitting 168 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
of city residents registered elsewhere in Saorstaét Kireann, the deaths ascribed to the city 
of Dublin for the quarter numbered 1,166, equivalent to an annual rate of 11-3 per 1,000 
of the population, as compared with 11:7 per 1,000 for the third quarter of 1930. The total 
number of deaths registered in the city numbered 1,303—649 males and 654 females. 

For the portion of the city north of the Liffey, the death-rate from all causes was 11-0 per 
1,000 as compared with 11:7 in the third quarter of 1930, the corresponding rates for the 
south side being 11-2 and 10:6 respectively. The mortality for these portions of the city is 
derived from figures partially corrected for deaths in institutions, as given in Table V., which shows the 
mortality for each Registrar's district, by ages and by some of the principal causes relating to the 
quarier (thirteen weeks) ended 3rd October. 


Causes of Death. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes relating to the city 
during the quarter numbered 85, affording an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000, as compared 
with 0-7 per 1,000, for the third quarter of the preceding year. 

The following statement shows for the city of Dublin the number of deaths from some 
of the principal causes for the third quarter of 1931, as compared. with 1930 :—

The rate per 100,000 of the population represented by deaths from measles in the city 
was 9 (the rates being similar in the north and south sides). There were 2 deaths from measles 
for the third quarter of 1930. 

- Deaths from diphtheria in the city are equivalent to an annual rate of 13 per 100,000, 
the rate of the north side being 15, and for the south 12, as against 12 for the city, 16 for 
the north side and 7 for the south in the corresponding quarter of 1930. 

Influenza.—The number of deaths attributed to influenza was 5, the equivalent annua 
rate being 0:05 per 1,000, as compared with 0-07 per 1,000 in the third quarter of 1930. 

Tuberculosis.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculosis disease recorded for the City 
numbered 154, representing an annual rate of 1-49 per 1,000 of the population, as compared 
with 1:50 for the third quarter of the preceding year. 

The mortality from tuberculosis in the north side of the city was 1:46 per 1,000 and in 
the south, 1-40, the respective rates for the third quarter of 1930 being 1-35 and 1-43. 

Of the 154 deaths, 116 were ascribed to pulmonary and 38 to other forms of the disease, 
the former representing a rate of 1.12 per 1,000 and the latter 0-37 per 1,000. 


Ages at Death. 


- Of the 1,166 deaths relating to the city of Dublin, as registered during the quarter, 250 
(or 21-4 per cent.) were those of children under five years of age, and 343 (or 29-4 per cent.) 
were of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages in respect of the 


third quarter of 1930, being 20:4 and 29-2 — 
The Infant Mortality, based on 176 deaths of infants under one year of age, was 64 per 1,000 
births, as compared with 65 for the third quarter of 1930. 


| Deaths in Public Institutions. 
The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions as registered during the 
quarter, numbered 572, or 49-0 per cent. of total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 


The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter as shown in Table VI, 
was 461. Table VII gives the number of cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals during 


the quarter. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 26th September, 1931, deduced from the 
mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, was 55°9°, and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 58:2°; for the thirteen weeks ended 
3rd October, at Peamount Sanatorium it was 55-4°; at Greenwich, 59:4; at Glasgow, 55-7; 
and at Edinburgh, 54:-5°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 4-1; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 4-1; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 5-1; at Greenwich, 4-1; at Glasgow, 
3:6; and at Edinburgh, 3-5. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the quarter measured 10-80 inches; at Peamount 
Sanatorium, 10°45 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 9-85 inches; at Greenwich, it 
was 10:35 inches; at Glasgow, 6-85 inches; and at Edinburgh, 11-34 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorological 
Office, London :— 


JULY. 


Unsettled, dull and wet weather prevailed during July. Few places had less than 20 days 
with rain, and, with only a few exceptions in the south, rainfall totals were well above the 
July average, the largest daily falls occurring on the 5th, about the 14th, and on the 24th, 
those on the 5th and 14th being associated with local thunderstorms. Amongst the highest’ 
daily measurements were 49mm. at Newtownforbes and 29mm. at Kilkenny on the 13th, 
25mm. in Dublin on the 15th and 27mm. at Roche’s Point on the 24th. Day temperatures 
were moderate, the highest temperature reported during a warm spell about the 11th being 
74° F. at Rathfarnham on the 13th. At night the temperature frequently exceeded the 
normal, and in most districts the mean temperature for the month did not differ appreciably 
from the normal. There was a pronounced deficiency of sunshine, the mean daily deficiency 
ranging from 4 hour at Cahirciveen (Kerry) to 14 hours at Markree Castle (Sligo, and Malin 
Head (Donegal). In spite of the general dullness, some notable daily records were obtained 
on a few days, amongst the more outstanding being 11-5 hours at Mallarany, 11-0 at Markree 
Castle, 9-5 hours in Dublin (Phoenix Park) on the 4th, and 14-5 hours at Ballinacurra on the 
6th. 


AUGUST. 


Fine, dry weather prevailed during the first six days of August, the temperature rising 
above 70° EF’. in most places on the 4th, 5th or 6th ; 79° F. was recorded at Markree Castle on the 
4th, 78° F. at Foynes on the 5th, and 77° F. at Newtownforbes on the 4th and 5th. At Cahir- 
civeen (Kerry) the total sunshine for the first five days amounted to 64 hours, over 13 hours 
being recorded on the Ist, 3rd and 5th. After the 6th a change to unsettled rainy con- 
ditions took place, with moderately heavy falls on the 14th, 15th and 16th (41mm. at Markree 
Castle on the 16th) and on the 18th and 19th. After the 19th the remainder of the month 
was mainly fine and dry, but cool with winds mostly from a northerly or easterly point. 
During the night of the 3lst August to September Ist rain set in in the south, 33mm. being 
measured at Cork (University College) on the morning of September Ist. Mainly as a result 
of the falls on the 7th and 14th, rainfall totals exceeded the normal in the Dublin area, but 
elsewhere totals were below the August average. Sunshine aggregates were everywhere 
appreciably above the average, expecially in the south and west. 


SEPTEMBER. 


During the first three days a rain storm of unusual intensity, which led to serious flooding, 
visited the eastern and south-eastern districts; for these three days the rainfall amounted 
to 129mm. at Newcastle (Wicklow), 89mm. of which fell on the 3rd, and to 100mm. in Dublin. 
The opening day had been moderately warm, the temperature rising to 70° F. at Cork on the 
Ist, but in the rear of the disturbance which brought the heavy rain, polar winds caused a 
spell of cold but mainly dry, fine weather which lasted for several days. Apart from moderate 
falls on the 11th and 16th, little rain occurred after the 3rd, until the 29th, when it became 
general. HExcept in the east and south-east, where the heavy falls during the first three days 
resulted in a pronounced excess, monthly totals of rainfall were generally below the normal. 
Apart from a temporary increase in temperature during the period 15th to 18th, when 70° F. 
was recorded at Kilkenny on the 15th and at Rathfarnham on the 15th and 17th, the pre- 
valence of northerly winds maintained day temperatures below normal on most days, so- 
that in most districts mean monthly temperatures were from 1°F. to 2° F. below the normal. — 
A slight excess of sunshine was recorded locally in the west but in most places aggregates — 
were below the normal. Excellent records, however, of 10 hours and over were obtained in — 
many places on the 5th and between the 19th and 23rd (11:6 hours on the 5th and 11-3 hours 
on the 20th at Ballinacurra),

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NOTE.—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given im this Report, must be regarded as 
provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. They may, however, 
be accepted as substantially correct. 


Inthe Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the Deaths 
registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, to the normal area 
of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area, according to numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrar, have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those occurring in institutions of infants 
whose mothers were admitted from other localities. No correction 1s made in these reports for 
births in individual rural areas. In Table IV, as a consequence, there is liability to slight 
understatement in the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement 
in those gwen for the aggregate of rural districts. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage Rate (4:0 per 1,000 of the estimated population) for the fourth quarter of 
1931, based on 2,963 marriages registered during the quarter, is 0:2 below the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1921-30. The marriage rate among Catholics 
for the fourth quarter of 1981 was 4:1 and among all other denominations, 3-5. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the third quarter of 1931 was 6-9 per 1,000 ; 
in England and Wales, 9-9, and in Scotland 7-7, as compared with 4:8 for Saorstat Eireann. 


The Birth Rate for the fourth quarter of 1931, viz., 17.9 per 1,000, represented by 13,222 
births registered in Saorstat Hireann, is 1-0 below the average (18-9) for the fourth quarters | 
of the ten years, 1921-30. For Dublin City the birth rate was 22-4; for Dun Laoghaire 
14:4; for Cork 21:1; for Limerick, 23-5; and for Waterford, 19:2. 

The corresponding birth rate for Northern Ireland during this quarter was 18.8; for 
England and Wales, 14:6; and for Scotland, 17.9. The birth rate for Belfast was 20.5; 
for Londonderry, 25:0; for London, 14.0; for Glasgow, 20.1; and for Edinburgh, 15.5. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann (numbering 9,620) was 13.0 
per 1,000 for this quarter, being 0.2 below the average (13.2) for the fourth quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

For Dublin City the death rate was 14.5; for Dun Laoghaire, 12.0; for Cork, 13-7; 
for Limerick, 17-4; and for Waterford, 16-5. 

In Northern Ireland the death rate for the quarter under review was 12:9 per 1,000, 
in England and Wales, 11:7; and in Scotland, 12-2. In Belfast, the rate was 12:2; in 
Londonderry, 12-6; in London, 12:2; in Glasgow, 13:9; and in Edinburgh, 11-9. 


Deaths in Saorstat Eireann from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising enteric 
fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoeal diseases) afforded an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000, which is 0:1 below the average 
for the fourth quarters of the five years, 1926-30. 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to a rate of 0-2 per 1,000, the average for 
the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years being also 0-2 per 1,000. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1-1 per 1,000, which is 0-1 
below the average rate for the fourth quarters of the five years preceding. 


Deaths rom Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 4-2 per 1,000 births registered, 
comprisins’ 1-0 for puerperal sepsis and 3-2 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 1-2 and 3-9 for the fourth quarter of 1930. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 66, in comparison with an average of 70 for the fourth quarters of the ten 
years, 1921-30.

The Population estimated to the middle of 1931 is 2,957,000 (males, 1,505,000, and females, 
1,452,000) showing an increase of 11,000 on the estimate for the middle of 1930, which increase 
is derived from the natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, and the balance between 
inward and outward migrants. 


The Natural Increase during the fourth quarter of 1931 was 3,602, as compared with an 
average of 4,248 for the fourth quarters of the ten years, 1921-30. 


During the fourth quarter of 1931, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and

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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter ended 3lst December, 1931, numbered 2,963, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4.0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, this rate being 
0°2 below both that for the corresponding quarter of 1930, and the average for the fourth 
‘quarter of the ten years, 1921-30 (See Table I). Of the total Marriages 2,769 (or 4-1 por 
1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were those of Catholics, and 
(194 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 3-5 per 1,000 of the population other 
‘than Catholic. The marriage rate among Catholics is 0-1 below and that among other 
denominations 0-5 below, the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten years. 





























BIRTHS. 


’ During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered in the 641 Registrars’ 


of which 6,871 were those of males and 6,351 of females, or 1,082 of the former to 1,000 of 
the latter. 

_ The Birth rate was 17-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-0 below the average 
(18-9) for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1921-30 (See Table I). 

_ The birth rate ascribed to Urban Districts, including the cities or boroughs in the aggregate, 
was 21-0 per 1,000 of the population, and to Rural Districts, 16-6 per 1,000, as compared 
with 21-4 and 17-5 respectively, in the fourth quarter of 1930 (See Table IV). 

For the Twelve Principal Towns, the birth rate was 21-5 per 1,000, as against 22-2 per 
1,000 in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Amongst these towns, the birth rate varied from 29-6 for Drogheda, 23:6 for Galway, 
23.5 for Limerick, and 22:4 for Dublin to 14:4 for Dun Laoghaire and Tralee, 16-9 for 
Dundalk, and 18.2 for Sligo. 

. DEATHS. 


‘ The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,620, and of these 4,890 were 


deaths of males and 4,730 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 13-0 


per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:2 below the average for the fourth quarter of 
Ihe preceding decennium, and 0:4 below the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1930 (see 
Table I). 

_ For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death rate during the quarter was 14-0 per 
1,000 as compared with 14-8 for the fourth quarter of 1930, and for Rural Districts, 12:6 per 
1,000 in comparison with 12-8 for the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Twelve Principal Towns 
was 14-5 per 1,000, as compared with 15-2 per 1,000 in the fourth quarter of 1930. 

In the quarter under review, the rates for these towns are hereunder given, ranging in order 
rom the district with the lowest rate to that with the highest :—Dun Laoghaire, 12-0; 
igo, 12-6; Kilkenny, 12-7; Tralee, 12-9; Dundalk, 13-1; Cork, 13-7; Galway, 14:3; 
Dublin, 14-5; Wexford, 15:2; Waterford, 16:5; Drogheda, 17:3, and Limerick, 17-4. 


Causes of Death. 


~ In Table II, the mortality from some of the principal causes is given for the fourth quarter 
1931 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for each 
rter of these years. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
52) from this group of causes is 92 below that for the fourth quarter of 1930, viz., 444. 
nd 72 fewer than the average for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1926-30. All the 
ases, except typhus and diphtheria, show decreases in comparison with the average for the 
vious five years. The greatest proportional decreases are found in enteric fever, whooping- 
ugh and diarrhoea and enteritis under 2 years, the first disease causing 25 per cent. less, the 
cond 62 per cent., and the third 21 per cent. 

As compared with the same quarter in 1930, there is an increase in scarlet fever; 
so deaths occurred from typhus and dysentery, from which no deaths were registered in 
fourth quarter of 1930. 

Of 136 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 82 (or 17:7 per 1,000 
ths) were recorded for urban areas, as against 54 (or 6:3 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. 
or urban areas of 10,000 population. and upwards (‘“T'welve Principal Towns’’), the mortality 
as 17-9 per 1,000 births, as compared with 17-1 per 1,000 for urban districts with less than 
10,000 inhabitants. 

Table IIT. shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the Counties 
and Cities varied from 3.0 per 1,000 for Limerick County Borough, to 0-1 for Wexford, Clare, 
and Cavan counties. 

_ The death rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate, 
was 1-0 per 1,000, and the rates fluctuated between 0-1 per 1,000 for Dun Laoghaire and 3-0 
or Limerick ; the 172 deaths from all causes for the latter city including one from enteric 
lever, 16 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria and 8 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years. (Table IV.)

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Influenza.— Deaths from influenza amounted to 126, affording an annual rate of 0-2 per 
1,000, which is also the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding five years, 1926-30, 
Of the 126 deaths, 28 appertained to urban areas, representing 0° 1 per 1,000 of the population, 
and 98 to rural districts, or 0:2 per 1,000; the corresponding rates for the fourth quarter of 
1930 were also 0:1 and 0:2. 


Tuberculosis.—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarter 
was 778, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 
an average of 861, and a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1926-30. 
As may be seen from Table III, the rate varied from 1-7 for Limerick County Borough, and 
1-5 for Dublin City, Kildare, Louth and Meath, to 0-6 for Kilkenny, Limerick, Mayo and 
Roscommon. The rate for the aggregate city or borough areas and urban districts was 1:4 
per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as compared with 0-9 for rural areas. For the 
twelve principal town areas the rate was 1-4 per 1,000. For urban districts under 10,000 
population, it was 1-2. 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth, as recorded during the quarter, was 56, being equal to 4-2 per 1,000 births 
registered. Of the 56 deaths, 13 were due to puerperal sepsis, or 1-0 per 1,000 births, and 
43, or 3:2 per 1,000 births, to other puerperal conditions. The corresponding rates for the 
fourth quarter of 1930 were 1:2 and 3-9 respectively. 


Ages at Death. f 


Of 9,620 deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 877 or 9-1 percent. were 
those of infants under one year of age, and 4,339 or 45-1 per cent. were those of persons 
65 years and upwards. ; 


Infant Mortality.—The infant mortality was 66 per 1,000 births registered, as compared 
with 89, 68 and 49 respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 70 fol 
the fourth quarter of the ten vears preceding. (Table I). 

For County Boroughs and Urban Districts in the aggregate, the rate was 93, and for all 
Rural Districts 52 per 1,000. (Table ITI). 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
Deaths in Institutions numbered 2,643, or 27-5 per cent, of all deaths registered. 


Inquests. 


There were 264 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this number being 2-7 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 


Uncertified Deaths. 


The number of deaths in cases where there was no medical attendant durmg the last illness. 
(not including deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates) was 1,916 or 19-9 per cent. of the 
total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Diseases Notified. 


Table VI gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts. The total number amounted to 2,240. 


Vaccination. ; 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during 
the quarter ended 31st December last was 8,885, or 67-2 to every 100 births registere 
during the quarter, the corresponding ratio for the fourth quarter of the five years 1926-1 
being 70-2

CITY OF DUBLIN. 


BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 256 births in institutions relating to residents of other localities, the number 
of births recorded for the city of Dublin during the quarter under review was 2,309. The 
annual rate represented thereby was 22-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as compared 
with a rate of 22-6 for the corresponding quarter of 1930, The total births registered (2,565) 
comprise 1,344 boys and 1,221 girls,

DEATHS. 


Omitting 221 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
of city residents registered elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths ascribed to the city 
of Dublin for the quarter numbered 1,494, equivalent to an annual rate of 14-5 per 1,000 
of the population, as compared with 15-9 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of 1930. The total 
number of deaths registered in the city numbered 1,692—851 males and 841 females. 

For the portion of the city north of the Liffey, the death-rate from all causes was 14-8 per 
1,000 as compared with 15-0 in the fourth quarter of 1930, the corresponding rates for the 
south side being 13-5 and 15-9 respectively. The mortality for these portions of the city is 
derived from figures partially corrected for deaths in institutions, as given in Table V., which shows the 
mortality for each Registrars district, by ages and by some of the principal causes, relating to the 
quarter (thirteen weeks) ended 2nd January, 1932. 


Causes of Death. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes relating to the city 
during the quarter numbered 80, affording an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000, as compared 
with 1-6 per 1,000, for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 

The following statement shows for the city of Dublin the number of deaths from some 
of the principal causes for the fourth quarter of 1931, as compared with 1930 :—

With the exception of scarlet fever and influenza, and whooping-cough (in which there is 
no change), decreases as compared with the fourth quarter of last year are shown in every case. 

No death from enteric fever or typhus was recorded for either of these quarters. 

Deaths from diphtheria in the city are equivalent to an annual rate of 25 per 100,000, 
the rate of the north side being 33, and for the south 17, as against 29 for the city, 25 for 
the north side and 31 for the south in the corresponding quarter of 1930. 

Influenza.—The number of deaths attributed to influenza was 17, the equivalent annual 
rate being 0-16 per 1,000, as compared with 0-04 per 1,000 in the fourth quarter of 1930. 

Tuberculosis.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease recorded for the City 
numbered 153, representing an annual rate of 1-48 per 1,000 of the population, as compared 
with 1-79 for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 

The mortality from tuberculosis in the north side of the city was 1-48 per 1,000, and in 
the south, 1-33, the respective rates for the fourth quarter of 1930 being 1-50 and 1-74. 

Of the 153 deaths, 119 were ascribed to pulmonary and 34 to other forms of the disease, 
the former representing a rate of 1:15 per 1,000 and the latter 0-33 per 1,000. 


Ages at Death. 


Of the 1,494 deaths relating to the city of Dublin, as registered during the quarter, 354 
(or 23-7 per cent.) were those of children under five years of age, and 410 (or 27-4 per cent.) 
were of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages in respect of the 
fourth quarter of 1930 being 28-5 and 27-6. 

The Infant Mortality, based on 231 deaths of infants under one year of age was 100 per 1,000 
births, as compared with 118 for the fourth quarter of 1930. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions, as registered during the 
juarter, numbered 709, or 47-5 per cent. of total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 


The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter as shown in Table VI. 
was 721. Table VII gives the number of cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals during 
the quarter. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the fourteen weeks ended 2nd January, 1932, deduced from the 
mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park 
Dublin, was 462°, and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 49-9°; for the thirteen weeks endec 
2nd January, at Peamount Sanatorium it was 46- 6° ; at Gaceraiohy 45:9; at Glasgow, 45:7 
and at Edinburgh, 45-0°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 2:3; a 
Peamount Sanatorium, 2:2; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-2; at Greenwich, 1:4; at Glasgow 
1-0; and at Edinburgh, 2-4. 


The rainfall during the same periods measured at Dublin 6-73 inches; at Peamoun 
Sanatorium, 8:19 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), 16-73 inches ; at Greenwich, 3-52 inches 
at Glasgow*, 13:30 inches; and at Edinburgh, 7:11 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorologice 
Office, London :— 


OCTOBER. 


October was very dry and rather milder and more sunny than usual, with barometric 
pressure much above the normal. Temperature reached the exceptionally high level of 72° 
at Rathfarnham, and 71° at Dublin, on the 4th. There was, however, a period of unusually 
severe and widespread frost for the season around the 26th. Ten degrees of frost were regis: 
tered at Hazelhatch (Co. Dublin) on the 27th, and at Birr Castle, Mountmellick and Kilkenny 
a day earlier. Many places in a strip of country adjoining the Irish Sea, including Dublin 
had less than an inch of rain during the whole month. At Phoenix Park, Dublin, the mear 
daily duration of sunshine was just over 4 hours, being more than half an hour above the 
average for October.

NOVEMBER. 


This month contrasted very strongly with October, mean pressure being very low an 
rainfall exceedingly heavy. There was a notable prevalence of southerly winds, which wer 
often strong, and sometimes reached a gale. 


The rainfall at Valentia, which occurred on 27 days, amounted to over 12 inches, and a 
the heaviest for this month since at least 1870. 

Temperature over the country generally was more than 2° above the average for N ovember 
The first three days were especially mild, and yielded readings of over 60° in many places 
There was practically no frost. Thé amount of sunshine was about normal in the South, a 


substantially above the normal for most of the North. \ 





DECEMBER.

This month was one of very high barometric pressure, and frequent westerly winds; it 
was even milder than November, taking the season into account, for the excess temperature 
was generally more than 3°, and at Birr Castle more than 4°. Temperature approached 60° 
nearly everywhere on the 4th. Both sunshine and rainfall were much below the average. 
in regard to sunshine, the mean daily duration for the whole country was about an. hour. 
There was again a small area in the east with less than an inch of rain; it included Dublin,

GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The rate in 1931 represented by the number of Marriages (13,236) registered in Saorstat 
Eireann per 1,000 of the population was 4:5 as against 4-6 in 1930, and an average of 4:8 
for the ten years 1921-30. 


The Birth-rate in Saorstat Eireann during the year 1931, based on 57,103 births, was 19-3 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, as against 19-8 per 1,000 for 1930 and an average of 
20-2 per 1,000 for the ten years 1921-30. 

The birth-rate for the City of Dublin in 1931 was 25-3 per 1,000; for the borough of Dun 
Laoghaire, 16-7; for the city or county borough of Cork, 23-7; for Limerick, 24-9; and for 
Waterford 23-0. 

For Northern Ireland the birth-rate during the year was 20-7 per 1,000; for England and 
Wales, 15:8; and for Scotland, 19:0. 

The rate for Belfast was 22:8; for Londonderry, 25:0; for London, 15:0; for Glasgow, 
20-9; and for Edinburgh, 16:2. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann during the year, numbering 
42,957, was 14:5 per 1,000, as compared with 14-2 in 1930 and an average of 14:5 for the 
ten years 1921-30. 

The death-rate for the City of Dublin in 1931 was 15-9 per 1,000; for the borough of 
Dun Laoghaire, 14:2; for Cork city, 16-2; for Limerick, 16-1; and for Waterford, 15-8. 

The corresponding death-rate for Northern Ireland was 14:5; for England and Wales, 12-3 ; 
and for Scotland, 13-3. 

For Belfast the death-rate was 16-5; for Londonderry, 14:2; for London, 12:5; for 
Glasgow, 14:1; and for Edinburgh, 12-9. 


The mortality rate represented by deaths in Saorstat Eireann from the Principal Epidemic 
Diseases (comprising enteric fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, 
diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoeal diseases) was 0-5 per 1,000, as compared with 0-5 in 
_ 1930 and an average of 0-6 for the five years 1926-30. 


The death-rate from Influenza ‘in 1931 was 0:5 per 1,000, as against 0:2 in 1930, the average 
for the five years 1926-30 being 0-4.

Deaths from Tuberculosis (all forms) afforded a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 in 1931, as compared — 
with 1-3 in 1930, and an average of 1-4 for the five years 1926-30. ;

The rate for Pulmonary Tuberculosis in 1931 was 1-0, as against 1-0 in 1930. 
Deaths form Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 4-0 per 1,000 births registered during 
the year (1-1 per 1,000 from puerperal sepsis and 2-9 per 1,000 from other puerperal con- 


ditions), as compared with 4-8 in 1930 and an average of 4:6 for the five years 1926-30. 


- The Infant Mortality rate (deaths under one year of age per_1,000 births registered) was 68, 
the rate for the year 1930 being 68, and the average for the ten years ending with the latter 70. 
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The estimated Population in the middle of 1931 (2,957,000) shows a decrease approximately 
of 15,000 as compared with the result of the Census taken in April, 1926, viz., 2,971,992. This 
decrease represents the difference between. the balance of migrants outwards to places out 
of Europe and not within the Mediterranean Sea, amounting to 101,359, and the natural 
increase (excess of births over deaths) numbering 86,373. 


As compared with 1930, however, the estimated population in 1931 shows an increase of 
11,000. 


During the year 1931 the Natural Increase was 14,146, as compared with 16,651 in 1930, 
and an average of 17,027 for the five years 1926-30. 


In the year 1931, the Emigrants numbered 1,557, as against 16,202 in 1930, and an average 
of 23,910 for the five years 1926-30, while the number of Immigrants was 4,102, as compared 
with 3,295 in 1930, the average for the five years 1926-30 being 2,598. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during the year 1931 was 13,236, 
representing 4-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the first quarter 3,494 were 
registered; in the second, 3,214; in the third, 3,565; and in the fourth, 2,963; affording rates 
per 1,000 of the population of 4-7, 4-3, 4:8, and 4-0, respectively (see Table I, page 81). 
Of the 13,236 marriages, 12,313 were those of Catholics, representing 4:5 per 1,000 of the 
Catholic population ; and 923 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 4:2 per 
1,000 of the population other than Catholic. The former shows a decrease of 0:3 per 
1,000, and the latter a decrease of 0-5 per 1,000, as compared with the average of the 
ten years 1921-30. 


BIRTHS. 


The births registered during the year 1931 numbered 57,103, 29,453 being those of males 
and 27,650 of females, or 1,065 of the former to 1,000 of the latter, and represent a rate of 
19-3 per 1,000 of the population, as against an annual average of 60,406 births and a rate 
of 20-2 per 1,000 for the ten years, 1921-30. 


The births recorded for urban areas amounted to 20,604 and for rural areas 36,499, the 
former being equivalent to 23-3 per 1,000 and the latter to 17:6, in comparison with the 
corresponding rates of 23:7 and 18-2 in 1930. 


For the twelve Principal Towns, the birth-rate in 1931 was 24-1 per 1,000, as compared 
with 24-7 in the preceding year, the aggregate for the remaining urban districts being 
20-6 in 1931, as against 20-3 in 1930. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann during the year 1931, numbered 42,957, 
consisting of 21,800 deaths of males and 21,157 of females, en are equivalent to a rate of 
14-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as against 14-2 in 1930 and an average rate of 
14-5 for the ten years, 1921-380. (Table 1, page 81. ) 


The death-rate per 1,000 for all urban districts (the population of which is about 29 per cent. 
of Saorstat Hireann) in 1931 was 15-5 and for all rural districts 14:1, as compared with 15:0 
and 13-8 respectively, in 1930, and averages of 15:3 and 13-9 for the five years 1926-30. 


For the twelve Principal Towns the rate was 15-7, as against 15:2 in 1930 and an average of 
15-7 per 1,000 for the period 1926-30. 


The individual towns with their rates per 1,000 of population, arranged in order from 
lowest to highest, are as follows :—Dundalk, 12-8; Sligo, 12:8; Dun Laoghaire borough, 
14-2; Galway, 14:4; Kilkenny, 14:8; Tralee, 15-5; Waterford, 15:8; Dublin, 15-9; 
Drogheda, 15:9; Limerick, 16-1; Cork, 16.2; and Wexford, 17.2. 


For the remaining urban districts (those with less than 10,000 populaticn) the general 
death-rate in 1931 was 14-8, as against 14-2 in 1930. 
CAUSES OF DEATH. 


In Table II, page 82, the number of deaths from some of the principal causes is shown fot 
the years 1926-31, with the rates represented thereby. 


¢ 
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Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these causes in 1931 are equivalent to 0-51 per 
1,000 of the population, as compared with an average of 0-56 for the five years 1926-30. 
The principal variations in the diseases comprising this group are an increase which occurred 
in measles (equal to 38 per cent. of the average) and a decrease in whooping-cough (of 59 per 
cent.). Of the deaths from diphtheria (309), which show an increase of 43 as compared with 
the average (266), 72 were recorded for Dublin city, 31 for Cork county, 25 for Cork city and 
17 for Galway county. Comparing the death-rates from this disease by provinces, Leinster is 
found to have the heaviest mortality, viz., 0:13 per 1,000, followed by Munster, 
0-11; Connaught, 0:07; and Ulster (part of) 0-06. For groups of districts the highest 
mortality from this disease occurred in the Twelve Towns where the rate was 0-17, being 
twice that for all rural districts, viz., 0:08. For urban districts under 10,000 population, 
the aggregate rate was 0:10 and the rate for all urban districts 0-15. 


Of 512 deaths of children from diarrhcea and enteritis 312 (or 15-1 per 1,000 births) were 
recorded for urban areas and 200 (or 5:5 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. For urban areas 
10,000 population and upwards (twelve principal towns) the mortality was 15-4 per 1,000 
births, as compared with 14-3 per 1,000 births for urban districts having less than 10,000 
inhabitants. 


Table 2 shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the counties 
and county boroughs varied from 0:2 for Laoighis, Meath, Waterford, Sligo and Cavan 
counties to 1:7 for Limerick county borough, 1-2 for the city of Dublin, and 0-7 for Cork 
county borough, Tipperary, 8.R., and Waterford county borough. 

The death-rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate 
was 1-1 per 1,000, the rates fluctuating from 0-3 for Drogheda and Wexford to 1-7 for 
Limerick. Of the 636 deaths from all causes for the latter one was from enteric fever, 24 were 
from measles, one from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, 2 from dysentery, and 32 from 
diarrheea and enteritis of children under 2 years. (Table 3.) 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza registered during the year was 1,430, 
as against an average of 1,177 during 1926-30, the respective annual rates being 0-5 and 
0:4 per 1,000 of the population. The rate per 1,000 for the aggregate of cities or boroughs 
and urban districts was 0-4 and for rural districts 0-5. 


Of the 1,430 deaths, 740 were registered in the first quarter, 483 in the second, 81 in the 
third, and 126 in the fourth. 


The epidemic which commenced in the early part of January would appear to have prevailed 
throughout the country and to have continued into the second quarter. In each 
province the mortality from the disease for the year was 0-5 per 1,000. 


The rates for counties and cities varied from 1-2 for Longford, 1-1 for Wicklow, and 0-7 
for Westmeath and Leitrim to 0-3 for the city of Dublin, the county borough of Limerick, 
and the counties of Kildare, Clare, Tipperary S.R., Waterford and Monaghan. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of the disease during the year numbered 3,805, being 
equal to 1-3 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with an annual average of 4,082 and 
a rate of 1-4 for the five years 1926-30. Table 2 shows that the rates in 1931 varied from 
2:1 for Waterford county borough, 2-0 for the city of Dublin, 1-9 for Cork county borough, 
and 1-7 for Louth to 0:6 for Roscommon, 0-8 for Clare, and 0-9 for the counties of Limerick, 
Galway, Mayo, Cavan and Monaghan. 


For the aggregate of cities or boroughs and urban districts, the death-rate from tuberculosis — 
was 1-8 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as against 1-1 for all rural districts. The — 
rate for the twelve principal towns was 1-9 per 1,000. 


Puerperal Conditions.—During the year 1931, the number of deaths attributed to accidents 
and diseases of pregnancy and childbirth was 231, affording a rate of 4:0 per 1,000 births — 
registered, as compared with an average rate of 4:6 for the preceding five years. (Table IT, 
page 82.) 

Of the 231 deaths, 62 were ascribed to puerperal sepsis, or 1-1 per 1,000 births, and 169 
to other puerperal conditions, or 2:9 per 1,000. 





From Table 2, which shows the mortality for counties and county boroughs and for urban ~ 
and rural areas in the aggregate, it will be seen that the rates varied from 8-9 for ce 4 
8:7 for Laoighis, and 6-6 for Clare county, to 1:0 for Leitrim county, 2:2 for Wexford, and — 
2-7 for the city of Dublin and Longford county. 


The aggregate rate per 1,000 births for cities or boroughs and urban districts was 3-6 one 
for rural districts 4:3, the annual average rates for the five years 1926-30 being 4-1 and 4-9 


respectively. 
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Ages at Death. 


Of 42,957 deaths at all ages registered during the year, 3,884, or 9-0 per cent., were those 
of infants under one year of age, and 19,686, or 45-8 per cent., were those of persons 65 years 
and upwards. 


The Infant Mortality in 1931 was 68 per 1,000 births registered, as against 68 in 1930, and 
an average of 70 for the ten years 1921-30. (Table I, page 81.) 


Table 2, shows that for cities or boroughs and urban districts in the aggregate, the rate 
for infant mortality in 1931 was 89 per 1,000 births and for rural districts 56, as compared 
with an average of 97 for the five years 1926-30 in the case of the former and an average of 
56 in the case of rural districts. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


Such deaths in 1931 numbered 11,572, or 26-9 per cent., of all deaths registered, as compared 
with 27-1 per cent. in 1930. 


Inquests. 


There were 1,122 inquests or deaths registered on Coroner’s certificates during the year 
1931, or 2-6 per cent. of the total deaths registered, which was also the percentage in 1930. 


Uncertified Deaths. 


The number of deaths in cases in which there was no medical attendant during the last 
illness, or in which no inquest or post mortem examination through the Coroner was held, 
was 9,029, or 21-0 per cent. of the total deaths, as against a percentage of 21-3 in 1930. 


Vaccination. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during the 
year was 44,016, or 77-1 per cent., of the total births registered, the percentage for the year 
1930 being 76-1, and for the five years 1926-30, 88-7. 


CITY OF DUBLIN. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year 1931, exclusive of 1,222 occurring in 
institutions relating to other localities, was 10,425; the rate per 1,000 of the estimated 
population represented thereby was 25-3, which was also the rate for 1930. All births regis- 
tered numbered 11,647, of which 6,041 were boys and 5,606 girls. 


DEATHS. 


Omitting 875 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
of city residents registered elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths in 1931 ascribed to the 
city numbered 6,562, equivalent to a rate of 15-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as 
against 15-0 per 1,000 for the year 1930. The total number of deaths registered in the city 
was 7,312 (3,649 males and 3,663 females). 


The death-rate for the portion of the city north of the Liffey in 1931 was 15.4 per 1,000, 
as compared with 14.8 per 1,000 in 1930, the corresponding death-rates for the south side 
being 15.6 and 14.7 respectively. The mortality for these portions of the city is derived from 
jigures partially corrected for deaths in institutions, as given in Table 4, which shows the mortality 
for each Registrar's District, by ages and by some of the principal causes, for the year (52 weeks) 
ended the 2nd January, 1932.

CITY OF DUBLIN—condtd. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—It wil! be seen from the foregoing statement that the deaths 
from this group of causes in 1931 numbered 502, affording a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 of the 
population, as compared with 0:9 for the preceding year. Increases in the mortality for 
individual causes as compared with 1930 are shown for enteric fever, measles and scarlet 
fever, the deaths from measles increasing from 85 in 1930 to 229 in 1931, and from searlet 
fever from 7 to 20. On the other hand, deaths from whooping-cough decreased from 67 to 31. 


In the north side of the city the mortality from measles was 45 per 100,000 of the popula- 
tion in 1931, as compared with 25 in 1930, as against 62 and 19 respectively, for the south 
side. 


Diphtheria mortality in the north side was represented by a rate of 20 per 100,000 in 1931, 
and in the south by 15, the respective rates for north and south in 1930 being 19 and 17. 


Influenza.—Deaths from this cause for the city numbered 122, equivalent to 0:30 per 1,000 
of the population, as compared with 0-10 per 1,000 in 1930. As derived from Table 4, the 
rate for the north side was 0:34 per 1,000 and for the south 0-25 per 1,000. 


In 1930 the rate for the north side was 0-12 and for the south 0-08. 


Tuberculosis.—The number of deaths from all forms of the disease in 1931 was 814, repre- 
senting 1-98 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 1-85 for the preceding year. 


Of the deaths in 1931, 617 were ascribed to pulmonary tuberculosis, or 1-50 per 1,000 of the 
population, and 197 to other forms of the disease, or 0-48 per 1,000. In 1930, the corresponding 
rates were 1-44 and 0:41. 


Ages at Death. 


From the statement at page 100, it will be observed that the mortality at each age-period, 
with the exception of that for infants under one year and the period between 5 and 15, shows 
an increase as compared with 1930. 


Of 6,562 deaths at all ages 1,665 (or 25-4 per cent.) were those of children under 5 years ' 
of age, and 1,891 (or 28-8 per cent.) of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding 
percentages for 1930 being 24-1 and 29-1. 


The Infant Mortality, based on 977 deaths of infants under one year of age, was 94 per 1,000 
births, as compared with 97 in 1930. For the north side of the city the infant mortality rate 
in 1931 was 95 per 1,000 births, and for the south 94. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


The deaths of Dublin residents oceurring in public institutions, as registered during the 
year 1931, was 3,050 or 46-5 per cent. of the total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Diseases. 


The number of cases of infectious diseases notified in the city during the year 1931 was 
2,037, as shown in Table 5, while Table 6 gives the number of cases of certain diseases under 
treatment in Dublin hospitals during the same period.
